VE3ECK and George Lord - VE3BYG carry on with the publication of High Q and 
prepare a report for the next general meeting making proposals for future 
publication of High Q and to arrange for reimbursement to Bert Tamblin - 
VE3ANP for printing." This was seconded by Pat O'Shea - VE3FW and carried. 


It was the general opinion of the meeting that High Q be devoted, for the 
most part, to news of interest to Northwest Ontario hams. Doug Hall - VE3TB 
and Don Brown - VE3EDJ made suggestions for collecting contributions from 
members. 


The next item to be dealt with was the Election of Officers. President 
addressed the membership regarding the careful selection of officers for the 
coming year. Nominations were then declared open for the office of President.
